Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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In regard to claim 1, clear and positive antecedent for the "resulting differential curves" 
(line 10) should be defined. In regard to claim 2 and 3, clear and positive antecedent for the 
"computation" (line 2) should be defined. In regard to claim 5 and 6, clear and positive 
antecedent for the "first pressure level" (line 2) and the "second pressure level" (line 3) should 
be defined. In regard to claim 8 and 9, clear and positive antecedent for the "first volume flow" 
(line 2) and the "second volume flow" (line 2 and 3) should be defined. In regard to claim 13, 
clear and positive antecedent for the "spontaneous respiratory behavior" (line 3) should be 
defined. In regard to claim 14, clear and positive antecedent for the "ventilation" (line 4) should 
be defined. In regard to claim 16, clear and positive antecedent for the "measurements" (line 2) 
should be defined. In regard to claim 17, Applicant's use of terminology such as "can be" (line 
9) renders the claim indefinite and should be avoided. 

Applicant is respectfully requested to review all claims of record for occurrences similar 
to that detailed above. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The Dellaca' et al. and Estes et al. references pertain to respiratory systems. 

Claims 1-29 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
